WASHINGTUPY May 15 — A 
charge that large insurance com-

trustee. 

The St. Louisan, summoned be- 
fore the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, calmly and re- 
peatedly denied that he has piled 
up huge cash reserves that could 
have been used to retire funded 
indebtedness. He pointed to the 
record of debt retirement of the 
railroad, insisted that large cash 
reserves are nccessary for operat- 
ing costs and the requirements of 
proposed new reorganization 
plans, and declared he knew of no 
tendency of big creditors like i 
surance companies and Wa 
Street banks to keep the road in 
bankruptcy. 

Charges by Tobey.

EAST, WEST ARMS 


OF THIRD STREET 
BRIDGE ARE JOINED 


The outthrust east arm of the 
$10,000,000 highway bridge being 
built by the City of East St. Louis 
just north of Eads Bridge was 
joined to the west arm today 
when workmen set the last 80-foot 
steel floor members in place. The 
west arm was completed last No- 
vember. 

Each of the two cantilever arms 
extends out 480 feet, forming a 
960-foot span across the Missis- 
sippi river. The arms rest on 90- 
foot concrete piers anchored near 
the water’s edge and are balanced 
by arms of equal length anchored 
on the shores. 

After “closing the gap” work- 
men began to fasten the member, 
known as the “lower chord mem- 
ber” temporarily in place and 
make adjastments before final 
riveting. The upper members of 
the section will bet set in place 
tomorrow. 

The bridge, with its approaches, 
will extend from Third street and 
Franklin avenue in St. Louis to 
Third street and St. Louis ave- 
nue in East St. Louis. It is ex- 
pected that the work will be com- 
pleted in October, although con- 
tract schedule fixes June 1, 195], 
as the completion date.

SHIP OF YEAR DOCKS 
AT WOOD RIVER, ILL.

An ocean-going oil tanker, the 
Otco New York, passed St. Louis 
this morning and docked at the 
Shell Oil Co. refinery at Wood | 
River with ¥2,000 barrels-‘of fuel 
oil. It was the first deep-draft 
vessel to come this far up the 
river since last spring, and the 
second since the end of the war. 
- After unloading its cargo at the 
Shell plant, the Otco, owned by 
the Oil Transport Co. of New 
York, will continue without cargo, 
up the Mississippi and Illinois 
rivers and the Chicago drainage 
canal to Chicago, where it will go 
into service in the Great Lakes. 

Capt. Oscar Lane of the Mer- 
rill Marine Service, who arranged 
the Otco’s voyage from New Or- 
leans, said the move, with the 
vessel partly loaded, was made 
possible by high river stages. 
When loaded to its capacity of 
22,000 barrels of fuel oil, the 
ship draws 1614 feet, but with the 
partial load it drew only 12 feet. 
Draft for the trip up the Illinois 
will be eigh tand one-half feet. 
The Otco is 286 feet long and has 
a beam of 43 feet. 

Only other access to the Great 
Lakes from deep water is through 
the St. Lawrence river.

Final Major Talk of Tour 
—President Says Reds|

CHICAGO, May 15—President 
Truman is scheduled to deliver a 
“give ‘em hell” speech here to- 
night in the Chicago Stadium in 
the final major address of his pep- 
pery transcontinental tour. 

It was a week ago Sunday that 


the President left Washington to 
look over the Midwest and North- 
west in his first cross-country 
jaunt since his election-winning 
campaign of two years ago. The 
current excursion was described 
as “‘non-political” and highlighted 
by inspections of Grand Coulee 
dam in the State of Washington 
and Fort Peck dam in Montana. 
He has made 55 speeches at all 
times of the day and night— 
from sunup until almost mid- 
night. ° 

Benefits of Non-political Tour. 

The trip being official and non- 
political, the President traveled 
at Government expense and was 
entitled to free radio time, al- 
though the Democratic National 
Committee is much better able to 
pay than it was before Novem- 
ber 1948. 

Being non-political, the Presi- 
dent also had to keep his vivid 
vocabulary under wraps, and 
about tke best he could do was 
to describe his opponents as old 
fogies, old. mossbacks, reaction- 
aries, prophets of gloom and little 
acorn minds. 

Tonight's meeting, however, is 
frankly advertised as political, as 
the climax of the three-day Demo- 
cratic national conference and 
Jefferson jubilee which has at- 
tracted leading Democrats from 
all over the nation. With such an 
audience, Harry Truman can be 
expected to réspond in lively 
fashion to that old rallying cry 
of *48: 

“Give ’em hell, Harry. Pour it 
on, Harry.” 

The President. completed work 
on the final draft of his political 
speech after a two-hour confer- 
ence with aids. 

His brother, J. Vivian Truman 
of Grandview, Mo., and his cousin, 
retired Maj. Gen. Ralph E. Tru- 
man of Kansas City, Mo., dropped 
by for a chat with the President 
after that. 

Planning for St. Louis Visit. 

Gen. Truman said he wanted to 
talk over plans for the President's 
visit to St. Louis June 9 for the 
annual reunion of the Thirty-fifth 
Division.

The Pennsylvania Railroad, for 
which St. Louis is the western 
terminus, stepped up its attempts 
to move freight from the east to 
the north and west today. A 
spokesman said 42 freight trains 
went out of Harrisburg yesterday 
and that more than that will be 
dispatched today to the strike- 
affected areas. Strikers are pick- 
eting Pennsylvania facilities at 
Harrisburg in an attempt to halt 
these freight movements. Penn- 
sylvania officers in St. Louis de- 
clined to say whether any of the 
trains were expected to reach

heavy unemployment.” 

This, said Bureau Director Ro- 
bert C. Goodwin, contrasted 
sharply with the situation during 
the same period of 1949, when 
“employment dropped and unem- 
ployment rose in nine out of every 
10 major areas surveyed.” 

60,000,000 Jobs Expected. 
_ Goodwin estimated that when 
employment reaches its seasonal 
peak in mid-year, the total jobs 
may number over 60,000,000. 

However, he said, the labor 
force has increased substantially 
‘since that figure was set as an 
employment goal, making it clear 
that “60,000,000 jobs is no longer 
|}adequate to meet the employment 
needs of the country.” 

The bureau noted the trend to- 
ward improved employment con- 
ditions in an analysis of area la- 
bor market reports from state em- 
ployment security agencies. 

Employers Optimistic. 

Goodwin said local employers 
interviewed by these agencies in 
March “were generally optimistic 
regarding the employment out- 
‘look through early summer.” 

“Employers in three-fourths of 
the 100 major areas,” he said, 
“anticipate increases in factory 
payrolls. In one-fourth, the in- 
crease is expected to be of sizable 
proportions.” 

However, the report observed 
‘that in spite of the reversed em- 
ployment trend nationally, there 
were more areas of heavy unem- 
ployment than in March 1949. It 
foresaw the probability that un- 
employment would continue to 
plague some areas while total em- 
ployment is relatively high.

UPHOLDS WIRE-TAP| 2 
LAWS OF NEW YORK 


Bar Group That Con-' 
stitutional Rights Are 
Being Violated. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today upheld 
the validity of New York: laws 
which permit wire-tapping under 
judicial supervision. 

The action came in a brief or- 
der throwing out an appeal filed 
by Herman Hoffman of New York 
City, and the New York County 
Criminal Courts Bar Association. 
Hoffman is president of the asso- 
ciation. 

The order was announced with- 
out the customary arguments on 
such appeals. Hoffman and the 
association contended wire-tap- 
ping as carried out in New York 
State violates the civil rights 
guarantees of the Constitution 
and the Federal Communications 
Act. 

They appealed from a decision 
by a special three-judge United 
States district court in New York 
City. The special court rejected 
their complaint on the ground 
they failed to present an actual 


‘thority to act. 
Laws’ Provisions. 


The New York Constitution and 
a section of the «tate criminal |——— 
code permit law enforcement of- 
ficers to intercept telephone and 
telegraph messages if they first 
get approval from a judge of a 
court of general sessions, a county 
court, or the New York Supreme 
Court. Applications for wire-tap- 
ping must be based on an oOffi- 
cer’s oath that there is reasonable 
ground to believe that evidence 
of crime may be thus obtained. 

In another case, the Supreme 
Court reversed two rulings by the 


Fifth United States Circuit Court ; 


of Appeals which had been ac- 
cused by the Government of fail- 
ing to enforce Natioonal Labor 
Relations Board orders. 

The Supreme Court upheld, 
7 to 2, NLRB orders against the 
Maria (Tex.) Textile Mills, Inc., 
and the Pool Manufacturing Co., 
Sherman, Tex. The firms were 
charged by the NLRB with un- 
fair labor practices in allegedly 
refusing to bargain in good faith. 
The Firfth Circuit had refused to 
enforce the board orders immedi- 
ately, instructing the NLRB to 
determine present conditions at 
the plants. 

The cases were among five 
which the Department of Justice 
asked the Supreme Court to ex- 
amine on grounds that the Fifth 
Circuit was not giving the Gov- 
ernment a fair break on enforce- 
ment decrees. The Supreme Court 
refused to consider the other 
three cases. 

Clark Delivers Opinions. 

Justice Clark delivered the 
high court’s majority opinions to- 
day reversing the Circuit Court in 
both cases. Chief Justice Vinson 
and Justices Black, Reed, Doug- 
las, Burton and Minton agreed 
with Clark.

Complaints ranged from mis- 
management of public affairs to 
failure to obey party directives. 

Soviet influence in Poland was 
believed strengthened by the ap- 
pointment to the party’s ruling 
Politburo of Marshal Konstantin 
Rokossovsky, a former Russian 
army commander who now bosses 
Poland’s army. Another Polit- 
buro appointee was Zenon Nowak, 
a veteran Communist believed to 
be heading the drive to rid the 
party of Polish Communists who 

dislike dictation from Moscow. 

Follows Previous Pattern. 

Political observers here believe 
the Polish shake-up is following 
the pattern established in such 
other satellite states as Czecho- 
slovakia, Romania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. The purges aim at: 

1. Tightening of party disci- 
pline over Government min- 
isters and other party members. 

2. Speeding of Communization 
of the satellite countries. 

3. Intensification of attacks 
for political purposes on the 
Western world.

STALIN PRIZE GROUP 
CONCEDES BONER IN 
ONE OF ITS AWARDS 


MOSCOW, May 15 (AP)—The 
Stalin prize committee fdr liter- 
ature and art has asked the Ccun- 
cil of Ministers of the U.S.S.R., 
the Russian Cabinct, to annul one 


of its 1950 awards. 

The prize work is entitled “From 
the History of Publie and Philo- 
sophical Thought of Azerbaijan in 
the 19th Century.” by the Azer- 
baijani writer, Gaidar Guseinov. 

The award was made about two 
months ago. An announcement 
published in Moscow papers yes- 
terday said the committee, after 
considering proposals advanced by 
Azerbaijani public organizations, 
had decided the award was a mis- 
take. 

The statement said Guseinov's 
work was written from mistaken 
political and theoretical positions 
and in particular distorted the 
role of Shamil. 

Shamil was a rebel against Rus- 
sia in what is now the Azerbai- 
jan Soviet Socialist Republic, bor- 
dering on Iran's province of Azer- 
baijan. The committee statement, 
which quoted Karl Marx, said 
Shamil had worked with the 
Turks and British in a rebellion 
which represented the desires of 
their countries to annex parts of

Canadian and American stra- 
tegists studying the importance 
of this route have uncovered 
all details of a secret deal be- 
tween Stalin and Hitler to em- 
ploy the sea route during the 
dark days of 1940 following the 
fall of France. This discovery 
is filly documented and cross- 
checked. 

The deal, proposed when the 
Nazi Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop visited Moscow 
just before the outbreak of 
World War Il for the signing 
of the Hitler-Stalin pact, was 
carried tu completion by the 
German naval attache there. It 
called for armed German com- 
merce raiders to be escorted 
from European waters to the 
Pacific by Russian ice-breakers 
along the great northern sea 
routes. 

Nazi “Raider 45” under the per- 
sonal command of Adm. Robert 
Eyssen of the Germany Navy, 
made the initial trip over the 
Arctic sea route in the record- 


breaking time of 2142 days from | 


Matochkin Shar on Novaya 
Zemlya to Bering strait between 
Siberia and Alaska. The raider, 
also known as the Komet, was a 
heavily armed former North Ger- 
man liner eqywpped with diesel 
engines. 

Several members of the crew of 
the Komet still are alive and have 
been interrogated by Allied intel- 
ligence officers. 

Voyage of Destruction. 

After passing through Bering 
strait on Sept. 5, 1940—two days 
before the start of the German 
Luftwaffe’'s initial terror raids on 
London opening the Battle of 
Britain—the Komet anchored ‘at 
Bukhta Providenlya in the Ana- 
dyrski sea and then began its 
career of destruction. 

At various times during the 
voyage to the Pacific, which actu- 
ally began at the captured Polish 
port of Gdynia, the German 
raider received direct assistance 
from the Russian  ice-breakers 
Stalin, Lenin and Kaganovich. A 
fourth Russian ice-breaker stood 
by to assist in an emergency but 
was ‘not needed. 

The German Navy, it now is 
known, paid 850,000 rubles to 
Russia for this help—and realized 
a considerable return on the in- 
vestment.

ND now the nickel telephone call is going the way of the five- 
cent cigar, the five-cent ice cream soda, the five-cent glass of 
beer, and the five-cent subway and bus fare.

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As the Barkers Warm Up 


President Truman, on his tour, has made the 
Brannan plan one of the main poles for sup- 
porting the Democratic big top during the politi- 
cal circus season. This was expected. It means, 
however, that neither friend nor foe is likely to 
be very objective about thé prop between now 
and that all-important Tuesday in November. 
Stump-speaking Democrats are going to describe 
it as a shaft of the strongest steel, and Repub- 


' lican vote-grubbers are going to dismiss it as a 


mere toothpick. 

So it might not be a bad idea for the voters 
to pack a few facts about the Brannan plan into 
their memories. One fact is that the author, 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, has not ad- 
vertised it as a new miracle drug guaranteed 
to cure all agricultural ills. But it does seek to 
correct some of the aberrations of the present 
farm program. 

Another thing worth Ae Oe Joseph 
Hanlon of the Post-Dispatch Washington Bureau 
recently pointed out—is that the Beck plan, 
which the Republicans are expected to offer as 
a counter-attraction, is what the advertising peo- 
ple might call a “facsimile” of the Brannan orig- 
inal. At least, those who do not like the one 
also do not like the other. 

Even more worth remembering is the conclu- 
sion of the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers that the Brannan plan is a serious attempt to 
deal with a very complex problem. It is not 
just vote-bait cooked up for a political campaign. 
It is an honest effort to stabilize farm incomes, 
to put more food on the consumer’s table at 
lower prices, and to avoid such a scandalous 
waste of the taxpayer’s money as the recent 
potato fiasco. 

Theoretically, the Brannan plan seems to of- 
fer a better basis for payments to farmers than 
the old parity formula. It promises to bring the 
law of supply and demand back into operation 
on a large segment of food production. Storable 
commodities such as wheat would be handled 
pretty much as in the past. But perishable food- 
stuffs—which constitute about 75 per cent of the 
total food production—would be allowed to find 
their level on a free market. If their average 
prices fell below determined levels, the produc- 
ers would receive direct payments to make -up 
the difference. 

There has been a hullabaloo about the com- 
plexities of this procedure, so it is interesting 
to note that the NAM, which is by no means 
crusading for the Brannan plan, declares that 
“the use of such a direct method in support of 
farm income would appear to be vastly more 
simple and free of administrative difficulties” 
than the old price support system. Neither the 
NAM nor anybody else, however, has answered 
the $64 question: What will the plan cost? 

A trial run on two or three commodities, as 
suggested by Mr. Brannan, would produce some 
solid experience on which to base estimates. 
Campaign oratory is not likely to shed the need- 
ed light. So we believe that to this limited ex- 
tent, the Brannan plan ought to be tried out. 

The national farm policy in its preserft shape 
certainly needs overhauling. That is the most 
important fact of all to be kept in mind in the 


midst of the pre-election din.

They com- 
plain bitterly about Washingten’s invasion of 
fields which they think the Federal Government 
should not enter. Yet they shut their eyes to 
persistent law violations by commercialized gam- 
bling operators, perhaps in property they own. 
By doing so they invite state authority to come 
in. it was precisely this which forced Gov. 
Stevenson to send the State Highway Police 
into Madison county. 

Ffad the business men of Madison county re- 
quired State’s Attorney Austin Lewis to do his 
duty these raids would not have been necessary. 
And the next complaint of the same business 
men against “socialization” in Washington would 
have had a less hollow ring. 
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Middle West Cabinet Meeting 


The precedent-setting, special meeting of the 
Cabinet in the Middle West was dismissed by the 
G.O.P. as election-year Democratic politics. It 
was further discounted perhaps by the rumpus 
created by Jonathan Daniels, editor of the Ra- 
leigh (N.C.) News and Observer, and former 
White House aid under both Rooseyelt and Tru- 
man. Mr. Daniels went to a civil rights session 
at about the same time as the Cabinet meeting 
and declared himself against a federal FEPC 
law on grounds of practical strategy. 

Notwithstanding the criticism and the dis- 
traction, this meeting of the-Cabinet is one to 
mark. After allowance is made for any political 
aspect, this session brought the executive sm 
of the Federal Government out to the economic 
and industrial heart of the country. With the ex- 
ception of the Secretary of State who is in Lon- 
don for the meeting of foreign ministers, it pre- 
sented the heads of all the executive depart- 
ments who make up the President's official fam-

fly. Representative citizens could go and see their 
national administration tn action. Countless oth- 
ers could watch on television. 

Our nation has grown so large and complex 
that the New England town meeting is hardly 
any longer a practical vehicle for the conduct 
of even small community affairs. But the suc- 
cess of democracy depends in large part on the 
closeness of the people to their government. 
Of that, the meeting which Vice President Bark- 
ley conducted in Chicago was a unique reminder. 
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A Test of Zoning 

An important test of St. Louis’ determination 
to plan its future is presented by a bill intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen last week. 

This bill, by Alderman Floyd McKinney of the 
Twenty-fifth Ward, would amend the new city- 
wide zoning ordinance, less than a month old, in 
order to permit erection of a five-story office 
building at Lindell boulevard and Euclid avenue. 
The district is now zoned for apartment houses, 
homes and hotels. The purpose of the proposed 
change is to permit the Brown Shoe Co. to build 
an Office structure on a site presently occupied 
by a house. 

On the face of it, the proposal should be re- 
jected because it would break down a residential 
area which the comprehensive city plan has 
marked for conservation as such. 

Whatever the merits of the issue, however, 
the manner in which it is decided by the alder- 
men will set an important precedent. Zoning is 
essential to planning, and zoning is meaningless 
if any alderman can obtain a revision of the 
basic ordinance as a matter of courtesy, without 
reference to its effect on the welfare of the city 
as a whole. 

This is why the new zoning ordinance, in its 
original form, provided that changes could be 
made only after’90 days of investigation by the 
City Plan Commission and by a three-fourths 
vote of the Board of Aldermen. 

Unfortunately, this procedure was knocked 
out of the ordinance in the course of passage. 
It is still possible, however, for the aldermen to 
follow the Plan Commission’s advice. It is good 
news that the McKinney bill has been referred 
to the Commission for an opinion. 

In all zoning changes, it is vitaily important 
that the Plan Commission be consulted, and that 
aldermanic action be based on sound planning 
principles rather than political expediency, on 
the general welfare rather than the interests of 
a particular alderman, ward or real estate 
transaction.

Mr. Alsop’s Letter 


Joseph Alsop’s letter to the Tydings subcom- 
mittee is a successful defense of the loyalty of 
Owen Lattimore and others accused of disloyal- 
ty by Senator McCarthy. It is also much more. 
The newspaper columnist defends the right to 
hold diverse opinions—an elementary principle, 
no doubt, but not sufficiently elementary for 
Senator McCarthy. 

Prof. Lattimore, says Mr. Alsop, “had no part 
‘whatsoever in the real debate about China pol- 
icy.” Hence Lattimore can hardly be accused 
of leading America astray and dooming the Chi- 
nese Nationalists to defeat, as McCarthy has im- 
plied. But this is a subsidiary point. The im- 
portant thing to remember is that American of- 
ficials were divided over the effectiveness of 
helping the Nationalists. Mr. Alsop was whole- 
heartedly pro-Nationalist, but he believes im- 
plicitly in the honesty and loyalty of those who 
were opposed to,his views. 

“I submit,” Mr. Alsop says, “that we may as 
well abandon all hope of having honest and 
courageous public servants, if mere mistakes of 
judgment are later to be transformed into evi- 
dences of disloyalty to the state.” Though we 
are by no means sure that Mr. Alsop is correct 
in assuming there were mistakes of judgment, 
still these are memorable words. The right of 
opinion belongs to government employes quite 
as much as to other citizens. 
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13 Days 


On the night of May 27- 28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen. From 
that day to this, no agency of the law, not even 
the celebrated FBI, has brought about the arrest 
of the guilty person or persons. Since the statute 
of limitations takes effect after three years, the 
FBI has 13 days to solve this outrageous crime 
against the cornerstone of American democracy 
—free and honest elections. 
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No Action Without a Crisis? 

The plight of the coal industry could hardly 
have been more effectively dramatized than by 
that battle for jobs in an Illinois mine which 
does not yet exist. Harry Wilensky told the 
story in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. Members of 
the Progressive Mine Workers sought to prevent 
the sinking of a shaft for a new mine near 
Farmersville, Ill., because the operators have 
agreed to employ members of the United Mine 
Workers. This was no contest merely for union 
prestige, but actually a struggle for bread. 

As such, the Illinois incident represents an 
acute outbreak of the illness which affects a 
very large section of the coal industry. President 
Truman had this illness in mind when, after the 
settlement of the last coal strike, he suggested 
a comprehensive study of the problem. Such a 
study certainly needs to be made if there is to 
be ‘any serious planning for orderly mining in 
the years aheati. 

A bill Suthering the investigation was intro- 
duced by Illinois’ Senator Paul Dougias, but the 
measure has made almost no progress toward 
enactment. Is & to be neglected until another 
major strike or some other serious dislocation 
creates a new coal crisis? For a change, cannot 
this problem be studied in a period of relative 
quiet with the hope that such study may pre 
vent new troubles in the future?

The threat of Soviet Communism over- 
shadows all we do. It is primarily a threat 
familiar throughovt history, that of con- 
quest from without by force of arms. But 
Communism also attacks from within. It 
seeks recruits everywhere by using the 
most powerful force known to man, the 
force of an idea. It holds up before men 
the many and grievous injustices of twen- 
tieth-century society, and offers the ideal 
of curing them. 


In countries battered and weak and tired 
from war, this attack-from-within can con- 
quer, as witness Czechoslovakia. Without 
the Marshall plan 
Italy, France and 
others might also 
have fallen. For in 
those countries Com- 
munism had won up 
to one-third, or even 
more, of the people. 


Few of us stop to 
think that in a coun- 
try like ours, with 
less than one-twenti- 
eth of 1 per cent of 
our population in the McCarthy 
Communist party, there is no such dan- 
ger. The fear that Americans might be 
won to Communism is fantastic nonsense, 
particularly now that the record shows 
that in practice Communism betrays the 
ideals it preaches to the darkest tyranny 
known to history. Yet the past and pres- 
ent successes of Communism elsewhere 
confuse and alarm us. 


Into this delicate and dangerous situa- 
tion has come Senator McCarthy. What- 
ever one may think of him, it will not do 
to underestimate him. He is reported to 
have the highest political ambitions. And 
he has a faculty for catching the ear of 
even responsible citizens, if they are sym- 
pathetic to some of the political overtones 
of his campaign. 


It is not easy to disentangle the Mc- 
Carthy attack from the normal political 
struggle into which it imperceptibly fades. 
On top of that Senator McCarthy has the 
demagogue’s power to tap deep emotions, 
and twist them to political ends. 


His method is one aptly called that of 
multiple untruth. He charges so much, so 
often, that no one can distinguish truth 
from falsehood. And if a McCarthy accu- 
sation is proved untrue, he repeats it 


again a few days later. All this has 
thrown up vast clouds of smoke. So we 
repeat the familiar, “Where there is so 
much smoke, there must be some fire.” 


The result is that each day brings new 
jitters. Each day there are new excite- 
ments, new witnesses, some of them con- 
spirators or ex-conspirators, and mysteri- 
ously disappearing witnesses—and always 
more charges. Though the wide-ranging 
attack now and again veers off to hit out- 
siders, like Owen Lattimore of Johns Hop- 
kins,e its target is Secretary of State 
Acheson. 


In his reply before the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, Mr. Acheson was 
moving and convincing. His analysis of the 
integrity and ability of the men who run 
the State Department makes any fear that 
Communism influences them in policy or 
operations ridiculous. But then anyone 
familiar with the Secretary and what he 
has done knew that already. 


We are in danger of becoming a neurotic 
nation. We no longer have that buoyant 
confidence that allows us to laugh at our- 
selves, to take bl®ws in our stride because 
we are strong and assured. Fear gnaws at 
us. We are on the way to becoming like 
the victims of Hitler’s war of nerves, re- 
duced to a quivering mass of indecision 
before anything happens. 

The Soviet threat, the outside threat, 
demands our united and confident ener- 
gies. As for the fear of subversion within, 
our best defense is to stand by the historic 
Anglo-Saxon tradition of leaving men free 
in what they think and in the words they 
speak and write, while reacting vigorously 
to overt acts when there is evidence that 
will stand up in court. A Hiss or a Fuchs 
caught with the goods is one thing. Some- 
one who thinks thoughts different from 
our own is quite another thing. 


If we stick to concrete facts and acts, 
and ignore the nightmare of alarms and 
suspicions, we can find our way back to 
that self-confidence and strength we need 
to survive in the face of the Soviet threat. 
A respect for truth rather than rumor, a 
willingness to believe a man innocent until 
proved guilty, should restore our spirits 
and give us back our moral strength. 

Freedom is the most dynamic idea ever 
to capture the minds and hearts of men. 
Let us return to it. Let us believe in it. 
Let us live it.

These winds seem characteristic of what is still a fresh, new 
part of America, admitting of no stagnation. They are part of its 
vigor and restlessness; part of its violence, too, for they often rise 
to tornadic intensity. Finally, they are part of its tragedy, for often 
they bear clouds of dust which was once precious top soil. 

* * * 

AT FIRST GLANCE, Oklahoma City and Tulsa, neat and bright 
with paint, look as though they were built yesterday. To a visitor 
whose eyes are accustomed to the dirt and slums of St. Louis, they 
seem like new toylands. What heat is needed in Oklahoma towns 
is supplied by natural gas, so there is none of the accumulated 
grime and soot of our Northern cities. 

Both Oklahoma City and Tulsa have a core of handsome sky- 
scrapers, which seems unnecessary in a land so wide and ample. 
Yet they express a kind of natural defiance to the East, as if to 
say “we can have anything you can have.” Maybe all this newness 
and freshness would begin to pall after a while, and one would 
crave a moldy, ivy-grown corner of New England, or some of the 
patina of age that give a civilized mellowness to our older cities. No 
doubt, too, there are plenty of jerry-built structures that are slums 
in the making. But the first impression is one of vitality and 
wholesomeness.

The paroles were granted by | 


the Board of Parole after Cam- 
pagna and Gioe and two com- 
panions had served one-third of 
10-year sentences for attempt to 
extort $1,000,000 from the movie 
industry. The release of the four 
Capone men from prison was in- 
vestigated by a congressional sub- 
committee and a federal grand 
jury at Chicago. 

Evidence showed that Cam- 
pagna had paid $10,000 to Paul 
Dillon, St. Louis attorney and 
friend of President Truman, for 
interceding, first in the transfer 
of the prisoners from Atlanta to 
Leavenworth prison, and later in 
the paroles. 

Following the _ investigations, 
the Parole Board revoked the pa- 
roles of Gioe, Campagna and Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca on grounds the 
men had violated the condition 
of the paroles. Gioe and Campag- 
na were returned to prison, but 
Ricca successfully resisted the 
revocation order through injunc- 
tion procedure. 

Campagna and Gioe again won 
their freedom, on the order of a 
United States District Court rein- 
stating the paroles, The Justice 
Department appealed to the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court at New 
Orleans contending that parole is 
not a legal right, but a matter of 
grace. The circuit court upheld 
the contention, and the two Chi- 
cagoans went back to prison last 
year. 


JOINED TWINS DIE 
IN SURGERY, HEARTS 
FOUND TO BE LINKED 


EDMONTON, Alta. May 15 

(UP)—Brenda and Beverly Town- 
send, joined twin daughters of 
Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Townsend of 
Tofield, Alta., died yesterday in a 
three-hour operation to separate 
their bodies. 
_ Dr, Eardley S. Allin, surgeon in 
charge, said the doctors unexpect- 
edly found the hearts of the in- 
fants were joined, linked by a 
fibrous covering of membrane. 

“One half of the heart of each 
baby was actually beating within 
the chest of the other.” Dr. Allin 
said. “This was not apparent on 
either X rays or _ fluoroscopic 
screening.” 

Dr. Allin said there had been 
a reasonable chance the surgery 
would have succeeded but that 
the doctors ran into three “un- 
avoidable hazards.” The difficulty 
of separating the livers, the im- 
possibility of closing the chests 
without squeezing the hearts, and 
the difficulty of closing the ab- 
dominal walls without pressure 
on the diaphragms. 

“We think the operation was 
justified and there seemed to be 
a reasonable chance that it would 
be successful,” Dr. Allin said. 
“Life for the children, as they 
were, offered no hope of anything 
approaching normal living, and 
their parents strongly agreed with 
with this.” 

The father had stood by during | 
the operation, ready to donate 
skin in case a graft was needed. 
His 20-year-old wife, Betty, 
mained with relatives.

NEWARK, N.J., May 15 (AP)— 
The State of New Jersey today 
seized the properties of the Public 
Service Electric & Gas Co. and 
ordered 4400 striking electrical 
workers back on the job. 

Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll ordered 
‘the seizure under the state utility 
anti-strike law and named Walter 
T. Margetts Jr., chairman of the 
State Mediation Board, to serve 
as administrator of the seized 
properties. 

Margetts took official custody 
of the big utility shortly after 
noon and said he had obtained as- 
‘surances from strike leaders that 
all union men would report back 
on the job as soon as possible. 

Street lights began blinking out 
in 13 communities over the week- 
end, but reports of power failures 
in homes stirred state officials 
into action this morning. 

The’ street light blackouts 
cries of “sabotage” from company 
and police. But the striking AFL 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, representing 
more than 4000 maintenance men, 
replied that the union had nothing 
to do with any sabotage. 

Public Service officials said in 
some cases power lines had been 
short circuited by chains or 
weighted wires tossed over them. 

Under the law governing strikes 
in public utilities, the State could 
send the dispute to compulsory ar- 
bitration. However, that section 
of the law has not been invoked 
in the present strike. 

The maintenance men are seek- 
ing a 5 per cent increase in 
wages. Present scales have not 
been announced during the dis- 
pute.

Those statements are part of a 
scholarly lowdown on gambling 
issued today. The American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science devoted the May issue of 
its “annals” to what it asserts is 
the most comprehensive study of 
gambling ever made. It wraps 
up all aspects in 17 articles by 
persons who have studied the 
field. (The chapter on “slot ma- 
chines and pinball games,” for 
instance, is signed “anonymous” 
.and the editors explain the au- 
‘thors are connected with a slot- 
machine investigation.) Here are 
some conclusions: 

Bingo operators * customarily 
pocket a profit of 50 to 80 per 
cent. Lottery and raffle prizes 
are worth only 20 to 40 per cent 
of the total profits. 

For big lotteries like the Irish 
Sweepstakes, racketeers print 
thousands of counterfeit tickets 
“with the result that most Irish 
Sweepstakes ‘tickets sold in the 
United States are fraudulent.” 


Fixed Slot Machines. 
All slot machines are fixed to 


‘retain 40 to 80 per cent of the 


coins put into them. 

One author said that “only one 
gambler in 100 knows the odds 
are stacked against him.”

That state of affairs brings up 
the problem of the “compulsive 
gambler.” He is dealt with in 
a section entitled “The Psycho- 
dynamics of Gambling.” Aecord- 
ing to the psychoanalyst author, 
the compulsive gambler is men- 
tally sick. He is “an obsessional 
neurotic engaged in what might 
be called the making of magic.” 

The cortpulsive gambler “must 
win and lose at the same time 
for his sanity’s sake” because of 
his obsessions and their conflict- 
ing nature. He can’t do it, so 
he goes on risking his posses- 
sions. 


Gamblers Anonymous. 


Among the independent efforts 
to “cure” the addiction to gambl- 
ing is a group called Gamblers 
Anonymous, organized in Cali- 
fornia more than a year ago by 
members suffering in the pocket- 
book from gambling. The organi- 
zation is fashioned after Alco- 
holics Anonymous. Its member- 
ship is said to be growing “‘in- 
credibly fast.” 

In a press conference called to 
explain the new volume, one: of 
its two editors, Morris Ploscowe, 
a judge of the magistrates’ courts 
of New York City, said that there 
seemed to be a unanimity among 
the authors that “legalization is 
not the answer” to the gambling 
problem. 

“Some people think that by 
knocking off a single racketeer, 
or throwing out a public official, 
you can solve the problem,” he 
said. “But more than anything 
it’s a problem of manners and 
morals of our culture.” 

The issue publishes—for the 
first time anywhere—a 14-page 
alphabetical list of dice gamblers’ 
terms and their definitions. It’s 
quite a thing.

Choco- 
late and vanilla are the favorite 
flavors for the ice cream, and the 
large birthday cake is generally 
angel food with white frosting 
which will contrast well with the 
colored candles. A large angel 
food must usually be made at 
home or ordered in advance from 
some one who specializes in this 
type of cake. The cake itself may 
serve as a centerpiece on the 
table. Instead, at a recent party, 
a flower-trimmed basket was used 
in the center and this was filled 
with the colorful packages of 
hard candies and chocolate bars 
which were divided among the 
children afterwards for them to 
take home. Again according to 
mothers, a party of this sort is 
the most successful for the sub- 
teenagers. Tastes may change in 
another year or two as the young 
girls become young ladies. 

Ground Beef Patties. 

One and one-half pounds of 
ground beef, one-quarter cup fine 
bread crumbs, two tablespoons 
grated onion, one teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon pepper, one- 
quarter cup evaporated milk or 
cream. 

Combine all ingredients. Shape 
into patties, three-quarter to one- 
inch thick. Add enough fat or 
bacon drippings to lightly greased 
pan, or brush with butter and 
cook on both sides under broiler 
and add pattie and brown on 
both sides, turning frequently, al- 
lowing 18 to 15 minutes for cook- 
ing. Yield: Four to six servings. 

Birthday Cake. 
One cup sifted cake flour, one 


cup egg whites (eight or nine) 


one-quarter teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon cream of tartar, one and 
one-quarter cups sifted sugar, 
three-quarter teaspoon vanilla 
extract, one-quarter teaspoon al- 
mond extract. 

Sift flour’ three times. Beat 
egg whites and =e salt. When 
foamy, add cream of tartar and 
continue beating until eggs 
are stiff but not dry. Fold in 
sugar carefully, a small amount 
at a time. Fold in vanilla and 
almond extracts. Fold in flour, 
sifting a small amount at a time 
over mixture. Bake in ungreased 
10-inch tube pan in slow oven 
(325 degrees Farenheit) about one 
hour. Remove pan from oven 
and invert one hour before re- 
moving cake. Yield: One large 
cake. 

Frost with double boiler frost- 
ing. Arrange candles in holders 
around edge of cake. Serve on 
tray surround with wreaths of 
leaves or spring flowers.

Needing 120, your partner was 
first to play for your side and dis- 
carded a black ten.

You aren't 
concerned with keeping your hand 
in position to make the minimum;

Busy Mr. Bee of the P.-D. 


(Reprinted from the current issue 
of Newsweek.) 


After he drove his maroon 
sedan one day last week as far 
into the Ozarks as it would go, 
old “Mister Bee” swung his wiry 
little frame into a jeep for 40 
bumpy more miles. He did his 
stuff, and then started back to 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch with 
his story: The hill folk and the 
forest rangers were feuding. It 
was his second assignment that 
day, one that would have discour- 
aged most cubs. But F. A. Behy- 
mer is no cub. He has been a 
P-D man for 62 of his 80 years. 


His beat, as Behymer (pro- 
nounced BEE-hy-mer) puts it. is 
“everywhere.” Mostly, that means 
the rocks and rills of rural Mis- 
souri, Illinois, and Arkansas, an 
area he covers (18,000 miles in a 
year) like the dew. His stories are 
generally the homey tales of little 
people (headed “55 Years Behind 
the Grocery Counter” or “He 
Prospers dh a One-Acre Farm”). 
He writes them in a cracker- 
barrel style that is neither so 
rambling (as some say) as a coun- 
try editor’s nor so poetic (‘as 
others say) as the King James 
Bible. Bee also takes his own 
pictures. He shoots so many that 
some are sure to be good. 


In 1888 Francis Albert Behy- 
mer, an Ohio farmboy, become an 
$18-a-week Post-Dispatch proof- 
reader. Though he'd quit school 
at 12, he hustled in so many 
stories that they made him a re- 
porter. Once in the haste of cover- 
ing a big bicycle race at Belle- 
ville, Ill, Bee couldn't get his 
usual envelope of Belleville per- 
sonals on the train to St. Louis. 
His-erusty city editor, Charles E. 
Chapin (who later went to Sing 
Sing for killing his wife), roared 
at him over the phone. So the 
quivering cub hired a rig and 
dashed with his notes through a 
storm to the office. Chapin merely 
glowered. 

Several times Behymer was as- 
sistant city editor, a deskbound 
duty he hated. His happiest days 
were spent hunting for sob stories 
for the paper’s grim “True Life 
Section.” Then the late Managing 
Editor O. K. Bovard sentenced 
the section to a merciful death 
(“too many cornfield murders”) 
and snorted about Bee. “All he 
can write is feuds.” O. K. under- 
estimated him. In his day, the 
meek, teetotaling Methodist (who 
puffs his 50-cent pipes only in 
private) turned up his quota of 
scoops. 


But it was the little man who 
was his favorite subject and still 
is. A fellow staffer summed him 
up: “Bee’s world—as seen through 
his pieces—is almost the most 
content and tranquil place this 
side of heaven. It is populated 
largely by people who have 
braved every kind of adversity 
and prejudice...” 

Bee is as spry, and as happy

over his by-lines, as many a 
younger newsman. Unlike most, 
he seldom misses work because 
of illness and is meticulously 
frugal with his expense account.

Word for It

Pronunciation Clinic. 
CHIROPODIST is a special- 
Ais in treating ailments of the 
feet. Do not say “shuh-ROP- 
uh-dist.” The first syllable is “ky” 
to rhyme with “by, my.” Better 
say: ky-ROP-uh-dist. 

The word is from the Greek 
chiro, “hand,” plus podos, “foot.” 
Since chiropodist literally means 
“hand-foot specialist,””’ many prac- 
titioners now prefer the more ac- 
curate term podiatrist,  pro- 
nounced: poe-DY-uh-trist. 

Poem is not a one-syllable word, 

s “pome.” Poem, like poet, comes 
from the Greek polein, meaning 
“to make,” and, also like poet, 
should have two distinct syllables, 
thus: POE-em. 

Incognito, “with the identity 
concealed,” should not be accent- 
ed on the third syllable, as “in- 
kog-NEE-tuh” or “in-kog-NY-tuh. 
The only accent falls on the “cog,” 
and the “i” of “-ni-” is short as 
in “nip.” Say: in-KOG-ni-toe. 

“The PO-lice raided a HO-tel in 
DE-troit,” There are a number of 
such words that are wrongly ac- 
cented on the first syllable, among 
them are: cement (noun and verb), 
decoy, defense, permit (verb). 
These and similar words should 
be accented on the second syl- 
lable, thus: poe-LEES, hoe-TELL, 
dee-TROYT, see-MENT, dee-KOY, 
dee-FENSS. 

Q.- In my speech class the ques- 
tion has come up as to where the 
accent falls in the word “adver- 
tisement.” Will you discuss it for 
us, please? —Mrs. D. H. M. 

Answer: A check of some 15 
dictionaries, both American and 
British, shows that the first-choice 
pronunciation listed is: ad-VER- 
tizment. 

However, a few of the Ameri- 
can dictionaries list AD-ver-TIZE- 
ment as first choice, and all the 
others list it as second choice.

East put up the heart queen, 
and “dutifully” returned his part- 
n2.‘s diamond suit. South ducked 
and West won with the queen. 
West made the best shift, to a 
low club, but this did not save 
him. South captured East’s nine, 
cashed the heart jack, then led 
a spad> to the ace and cashed 
dummy’s A-K of hearts, discard- 
ing a spade and a club from his 
own hand. 


Now all hands had four cards. 
Dummy’s were the spade six, the 
heart eight and the 10-7 of dia- 
monds. East was out of ‘the run- 
ning except for his high heart. 
South had kept the A-J of dia- 
monds and the K-7 of clubs, while 
West had to hold the high spade 
and therefore eith»r had to blank 
the diamond king or keep the 
clu’ ace unguard» Whatever 
he chose to do could be “cop- 
pered” by the declarer. Actually, 
West chose to blank the club ace, 
but thereupon declarer threw him 
in with the spade, and after V’est 
had cashed the club ace, he had 
to lead up to South’s diamond 
ten-ace.

If West had not overcalled one 
club with one diarrond, East sure- 
ly would have shifted to clubs 
instead of diamonds, and this 
shift would have made the three 
no-trump contract relatively easy 
to defeat.

The Thief in the Camp 


By Fulton Oursler 


E ARE told that. ‘peace- 
makers are blessed. But 
how can peace be made 
in the world? One way is not 
to hold grudges. Another is 
to do more than you are re- 
quired to do. Does that sound 
etrange? Yet psychologists 
know that in mercy lies sanity. 

To mind and body, hate is 
like a deadly drug causing phy- 
sical and mental diseases; the 
mind becomes a snakebasket of 
bitterness. It is literally true 
that anger, jealousy, envy, all 
rancors burn out cells and tis- 
sues,, use up adrenalin, and, in 
riotous feeling, spend away our 
health. 

That is why the happy man 
is one who learns to overlook 
little slights and promptly to 
forgive large offenses. It is 
hard for many people to -be- 
lieve in such rules because 
their very simplicity seems 
fanciful. I think of two boys 
in an Adirondack camp. 

The mother of one boy had 
sent him a large package of 
harmless fireworks which sub- 
sequently disappeared from un- 
der his bed.
